This is ¢ first year for some 
time past that yellow fever has ad- 
vanced up the east coast of Mexico. 

CALDERON GOING HOME.

GIVEN FULL POWER. 
Officials of the Mexican « mbassy 
say that he was empowered by the 
Huerta administration by which he 
was appointed to this post, with 
plenipotentiary powers to negotiate 
the settlement of every question be- 
tween the two countries which are 
in dispute. This includes claims of 
American citizens who have suf- 
fered losses during the various rev- 
olutions of the last ten years, the 
troublesome oil question, border dis- 
putes and other differences. 

State department officials said to-

To avail itself of Federal aid each 
State is required to submit to the 
Federal government statements set- 
ting forth proposed construction on 
c roads which, when aprppved 
by the Federal government, must be 
followed by a set of plans specifica- 
tions and estimates based upon an 
actual accurate survey of the project. 
On approval of these plans, speri- 
fications and estimates there is set 
aside in the United States Treasury

John Treanor Lies Two Days 
Lost in Island Gorge. 


— — — 


Tumble Breaks Leg; Injuries 


and Rocks Entrap Him. 


Found After Oruel Exposure, 
He's on Way to Recovery. 


John Treanor, manager of the 
Riverside Portland Cement Com- 
pany, who, after a two-day search by 
parties of friends was fgund yester- 
day lying with a broken leg at the 
bottom of a deep canyon on Catalina 
Island, is expected to return to his 
home in this city today. His con- 
dition, which was at first said to be 
serious due to the injuries received 
in his fall and the exposure without 
food or drink tor forty-eight hours 
was reported lest night by wireless 
telephone from Avalon to be much 
improved. 

Slipping from a norrow trail that 
hugs the wall of a canyon 700 feet 
in depth, Mr. Treanor fell heavily 
down into a growth of brudh where 
the formation of the rocks and the 
serious injury to his leg kept him «a 
prisoner until the searching party, 
headed by Percy H. Booth, a per- 
sonal friend, discovered him. 

Mr. Treanor had started out to- 
ward Silver Canyon early Sunday 
morning, and when he did not re- 
turn that night or the next day, Mrs. 
Treanor almost collapsed from 
worry. 4 

Parties of friends from Avalon 
and this city were \hastily formed, 
and every canyon and gulch in pa — 
vicinity of the island city 
searched. Arrangements had — 
made with the Syd Chaplin Aviation 
Company by Sheriff Cline and Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Manning to fly over 
the island in an airplane, but word 
was wirelessed by telephone that Mr. 
Treanor had been found. Two 
hydroplanes were sent out from the 
Fan Diego air station and could not 
be recalled before they reached the 
island, C. L. Parton, a business as- 
sociate' of Mr. Treanor, had ered 
a reward of $1000 to the person first 
to find the missing man. 

Mr. Treanor, whose home is at 
691 South Kingsley Drive, arrived 
at the Island City last week with 
his wife and children. Mrs. Treanor 
was one of several women who were 
decorated by the Queen of Belgium 
during the visit of the Belgian roya! 
party In Los Angeles. 

Credit for the discovery of Mr 
Treanor in his perilous position up 
the side of the canyon wall was 


given to George Farnsworth, veteran 


sea captain of Catalina Island, by 
Percy H. Booth of $60 Elden ave- 
nue on his return from the island 
last night. 

The manner in which Mr. Treanor 
had fallen from the canyon trail, 
said Mr. Booth, had made it ex- 
tremely difficult for searching par- 
ties to detect hig predicament from 
any great distance. But it was also 
due to the peculiar formation of the 
rock at that point that had per- 
haps gaved Mr. Treanor from a fatal 
plunge to the floor of the canyon 
below. In slipping from the moun- 
tain path he had fallen over and 
under a protruding ledge, which 
both shut him off from searchers 
above and prevented his egress to 
the trail. Below a sheer cliff 
dropped to the bettom of Bilver 
Canyon and ht was necessary for the 
rescuing party to use ropes in order 
to pull the injured man to safety. 
Mr. Treanor had supplied himself 
with a canteen and lunch when he 
started out upon the tramp, but thie 
was lost when he fell. and left him 
a prey to thirst and hunger for 
two days. 

Scores of persons on the island 
took part in the all-nixht search 
Tuesday, which was facilitated with 
the aid of powerful searchlights 
from launches along the coast. 


PLAZA PLAN ASSURES 
SAVING OF MILLIONS. 


SPEAKER AT BOYLE HEIGHTS 
GATHERING CITES HUGE 
COST OF DELAY. 


‘The danger of countenancing un- 
necessary delay in the construction 
of a union passenger terminal at 
the Plaza was pointed out last night 
by Thomas E. Gibbon at a mass 
meeting of about 400 persons in the 
Boyle Heights Public Library, when 
he called attention to the fact that 
Chicago spent 150,000,000 to re- 
move the grade crossings from her 
streets, and that the longer this 
work is delayed by Los Angeles the 
greater will be the expense. 

“Let me urge you to think in mil- 
Mons, rather than in trifling sums,” 
said the speaker, “because this city 
will be a city of 1,000,000 people 
before you realize it. In the last 
ten years it gained 275.000 and had 
hydroelectric power, Aqueduct water 
and a harbor for but a short period 
of the time. What may we expect 
in the next ten years?” 

Mr. Gibbon declared that the 
Southe Pacific has fringed with 
fences Alhambra avenue—the broad- 
- street in the city—and has made 

a ht-of-way out of Alameda 
st probably the next widest 
street in the business district. He 
said that Fourth, Fitth and Sixth 
streets are plugged at the east end, 
so far as Boyle Heights is con- 
cerned, and declared that if the 
Southern Pacific is permitted to 
carry out the “Titcombd plan“ Sixth 
street will be depressed eight feet 
and a two-story elevated road will 
be built to handle steam and inter- 
urban trains. — 

“The day of elevated rafiways in 
first-class American cities is past,” 
declared the speaker. “They're 
building subways everywhere, these 
days, and that's what the Plaza plan 
calls for to accommodate the inter- 
urban system.”
